Landaulet Willaams Turning them 
Outto Order—False Stories of 
Outrages in Northern Alae- 
bama —Lying by 
Contract. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 290.—The South- 
ern outrage manufactors in the Depart. 
ment of Justice is still running on full 
time, and we have daily a new batch 
turned out to order. Yesterday it was in 
Georgia that the new rebellion was ram. 
pant, and negroes and loyal white men 
were daily roasted alive aiter being slay- 
ed by white leaguers and the Ku-Klux. 
To-day it is Alabama that needs the at- 
tention of tle federal soldiery. This 
sort of contract lying is we'l understood 
here, and it wouid be perfectly harmless 
did not the Associated Press agent tele- 
graph the stories manufactured per order 
of Landaulet Willlanis all over the 
North. To-day Williams furnishes to 
the press agent the substance of a 
letter which he says was forwarded to 
him by the United States Marshal at 
Huntsville, Ala. Itistothe effect that 
a perfect reign of terror—the stereotyped 
expressed—exists, especially in the north. 
ern section of the state. There is no 
specific statement as to the exact locality 
where the outrages have been committed, 
who was outraged, or who the outragers 
were. It is all delightfully vague and 
general. ‘‘ There are threats of all kinds 
indulged in,” says the writer ‘‘to intimi- 
date the colored people. and republicans 
are being driven «out of the state in 
drcves.” The United States Marshal in 
forwarding this letter, says Landaulet 
Williams, corroborates the jstatements. 

G& The utter falsity of these stories of 
outrages in northern Alabama is abun- 
dantly proven by a letter written by a 
well known northern republican, pub- 
lished in yesterday’s Cincinnati Commer- 
cial. This ventleinan says that he came 
into Alabama through the northwest 
corner of Georgia, and down through the 
counties of DeKalb, St. Clair, Jeffer- 
son, Shelby, Autauga, and Elmore to 
Montgomery.
